Lake City, Fla., July 25 (A.P.).—C. B. 
Messer, filling station operator, told 
police late today that Walter Hall and 
Ed Buck, mechanics in his employ, had 
related to him that they witnessed the 
slaying Monday night of G. W. Sim- 
mons, wealthy 78-year-old Steubenville, 
Ohio tourist. 

The Messer filling station and garage 
is at the tourist camp, where Simmons, 
his granddaughter, Mrs. E. L. Booth and 
her husband, lived. The Booths are be- 
ing sought in connection with Sim- 
mons’ death. His body, with his skull 
crushed, was found several miles out 
of Lake City in a drainage ditch, 

Messer, who later found the body, 
said Hall and Buck told him the slay- 
ing occurred at about 8:30 o'clock 
Monday night near the filling station 


Beaten on the Head. 


The mechanics saw the automobile 
used by the Booths and Simmons pass 
the station, Messer said they reported, 
with the younger man standing on the 
running board of the car beating Sim- 
mons on the head. They also heard 
Simmons crying for help, they said. 
Mrs. Booth was said to have been driv- 
ing the automobile at the time. 

“When Hall and Buck came back,” 
Messer said, “and Aold me what they 
had seen, I went over to the cottage 
where the three had been living, and 
finding the door open, immediately set 
out in search of them. 

“I searched until about 2 o’clock in 
the morning, then went home and 
went to bed. 

“I got up at 4 a. m., began my search 
again and found the body in the ditch 


about 5:30. I notified the author!i- 
ties and the body was brought back to 
town. I then went over to the cottage, 
where*I found numerous papers, bills 


\and a court summons for Simmons, 


along with five or six rolls of undevel- 
oped kodak films, which I turned over 
to the sheriff.” 

County Judge Gillen, who examined 
the body, said he found the head had 
been crushed in from the back, appar- 
ently with a blunt instrument.

NICARAGUAN BULLETS 
STRIKE 3 U. S. PLANES 


Five in Marine Squadron Fired 
On by Insurgents With Rifles 


and Machine Guns. 

Managua, Nicaragua, July 25 (A.P.). 
A squadron of five Marine airplanes 
was fired upon with rifles and machine 
guns in the hands of Nicaraguan in- 
surgents near the Honduras border to- 
day. 

Three planes were struck by rifle bul- 
lets, but there was no serious damage. 
The planes returned the fire with ma- 
chine guns, rifles and bombs. The re- 
sults of the airplane fire are unknown, 
but it is believed there were a number 
of casualties among the insurgents. 

Little official credence is placed by 
the Navy Department as yet in reports 
of the flight of Gen. Augustino San- 
dino, Nicaraguan insurgent leader, from 
that country into Honduras. 

An unverified report that Gen. San- 
dino had fied into Honduras has been 
transmitted to the Navy Department 
by Brig. Gen. Logan C. Feland, com- 
manding Marine Corps forces in Nica- 
ragua. Admiral Hughes, chief of naval 
operations and Acting Secretary of the 
Navy, said yesterday that Brig. Gen. 
Feland’s report had stated Sandino had 
crossed the border into Honduras, but

Series of Explosions at Spout 
Run Fail to Demolish Foun- 
dations of Structure.

COMPLETION OF WORK 
IS EXPECTED TODAY 


Sections of Lee Highway Near 
Span Is to Be Closed for 
Short Period. 


The battle of Spout Run Bridge is 
over. Workmen's picks succeeded 
where dynamite failed and today the 
bridge, relic of an early date and ob- 
ject of a three-day legal combat, was 
crumpling as laborers pecked away at 
its staunch foundations. 

With all legal obstacles out of the 
way, J. C. Albright, division manager 
of the Virginia State Highway Com- 
mission, yesterday morning at 7 o'clock 
ordered workmen to set off the five 
sticks of dynamite planted in the stone 
foundations of the bridge, destruction 
of which is necessary to permit the 
widening of the Lee Highway between 
Rosslyn and the Glebe road. 

Every one within a radius of a mile 
of the bridge had been warned of the 
explosion that would accompany de- 
struction of the bridge. Workmen 
scurried to safety. The foreman shoved 
the detonator. But there was no ter- 
rific explosion. Instead there was just 
a sizale—a sound that resembled the 
explosion of a dampened firecracker. 
There were no flying rocks, the old 
bridge still stood. Peering eyes saw 
only a alight shake in the bridge's 
foundations. 


Warned of Explosions. 


Workmen placed more dynamite. 
There was another scurrying for safety. 
And then the switch was shoved. But 
still no destruction. The bridge had 
shaken a little bit more this time Dut 
it did not crumple. The construction 
company had agreed to blow the old 
bridge’ up so there was only one thing 
—place more dynamite. A third time 
the bridge withstood the blast and 
then, while spectators grinned, the 
foreman ord*red his men to get out 
their picks and shovels and go to work 
on the foundations. Five hours of 
picking brought results and workmen 
today plan to complete demolition of 
the bridge 

Corson & Gruman, the contractors 
who are doing the work have the high- 
way closed from Lyon Village and Vir- 
ginia avenue to the road leading to 
Thrifton, a distance of about 2,000 feet, 
and work on the construction of the 
bridge will be rushed.

Henry Robinson, Pasadena, Calif., 
Danker, a member of the Dawes com- 
Mission on reparations, was the first 
Calier at the Hoovef home. He 
Drought with him a report on the 
political situation in Southern Cali- 
fornia which he said he found most 
encouraging for Hoover's election.

Roy O. West, of Chiwago, was sworn 
in as Secretary of the Interior yester- 
day while the man he succeeds, Dr. 
Hubert Work, and 100 or more friends 
and employes looked on. The oath was 
administered by W. Bertrand Acker, 
chief clerk of the department. 

Dr. Work, who resigned the office to 
manage the presidential campaign of 
Herbert Hoover, made what was re- 
garded as a significant remark when 
he introduced his successor yesterday. 
He said he hoped that Mr. West might 
serve as Secretary even longer than he 
himself had served. 

Dr. Work held the office for five 
years. His remark yesterday was taken 
to mean that he might use his influ- 
ence to have West kept in the Cabi- 
net in the event Hoover is elected. 
Following his installation, Secretary 
West announced that he would con- 
tinue the “open door” policy of his 
predecessor. As Secretary, Dr. Work 
had kept the doors of his office open 
at all times, and anybody with busi- 
ness to transact coulda walk in. 


“I am meeting the heads of tiie va- 
rious bureaus,” Secretary West said, in 
a statement, “and am inquiring as to 
the business of the office. Dr. Work 


and the officers oi the department 
have been most consiaerate and help- 
ful. L believe in the open-door policy 
in the transaction ol public business, 
and shall hope througr the cooperation 
of the present efficient organization to 
maintain the high standards which 
now prevail.’

Veiled Behind Movement 
Stressing Uplift Ideas. 


ZEAL OF CRUSADERS 
HOPED FOR IN PLAN 


Bringing Out of Feminine Vote 
to Be Leaders’ Special 
Responsibility. 


The Eastern Republican national com- 
mitteewomen who are now scattering to 
their homes after a conference here 
heve the definite impression that it is 
their burden to get !nto the homes to 
get out enough votes to offset the ex- 
pected wet defections from the party. 

The loss of wet votes in the East and 
in large centers of other sections of the 
country now generally :s admitted in 
high Republican councils, although the 
more guarded spokesmen usually couple 
‘this admission with the contention that 
the acquisition of dry votes wil] more 
than make up for the toss.

Bond Debate Is Avoided. 


The debate over the question of the 
bonding of attorneys, which was ex- 
pected to furnish the verbal pyrotech- 
nies at the fiftieth anniversary conven- 
tion of the association, was postponed 
for at least a year at the opening scs- 
sion of the convention today. 

Because of the differences of opinion 
existing among the 1,500 attorneys, 
judges and officials who are delegates 
to the convention, the proposed rule 
which would forbid the bonding of at- 
torneys was shelved until next year. 
Many of the delegates appeared to re- 
sent the bonding of an attorney's in- 
tegrity, while others favored bonding 
as a safeguard against shady legal prac- 
tices. 

The convention was brought to order 
by Francis Rawle, of Philadelphia, a 
former president and the only living 
charter member of the American Bar 
Association. 


Other Lands Represented. 


The lawyers represented the bar and 
the bench of the United States, Canada 
and several foreign nations, One of 
them, the Hon. Hugh Kennedy, Chief 
Justice of the Supreme Court of the 
Irish Free State, had traveled for 17 
days to deliver an address which will 
take, at most, half an hour. 

The principal event of the opening 
aession of the convention was the an- 
nual message of the president, Silas H. 
Strawn, of Chicago, who took as his 
topic “50 Ycars Progress in Law” 

Summarizing the legislation of the 
past half century, Strawn explained 
the sociological and economic condi- 
tions which had acted as conditioning 
factors, and discussed the results of 
the legislation. He voiced a strong 
plea for law observance, pointing out 
an alarming increase in crimes of viol- 
ence during the 50-year period. | 

Prohibition should be considered as 
a social problem, not a political issue, 
be said, and enforcement or amend- 
ment and not nullification offered the 
only possible solution of the liquor 
question. 


Causes of Crime Increase. 


The six general causes:of crime in- 
crease were given by Mr. Strawn as 
follows: 

“j.-The increase and development in 
the means of communication, hard 
roads and high-powered automobiles 
making the ‘getaway’ easy. 

“2—The vastly increased wealth of 
eur citizens and especially of the crim- 
imal classes, enabling them to buy fast 
motors and expensive firearms. 
.“8—Organized crime, which enables 
the underworld to make liberal con- 
tributions to political campaigns and 
te exert a powerful. influence in poli- 
tics. 

“4-—Delay in the apprehension and 
speedy punishment of criminals, due 
in part to the leniency and paltering 
of political judges and in part to our 
too liberal laws. We do not give 
enough attention to the selection of 
our judges and prosecuting attorneys. 

“5—To the apathy and indifference 
of our best citizens toward their duty 
as citizens. Those best qualified to 
serve as jurors seek to avoid the serv- 
ice because of its discomforts or be- 
cause they dislike to leave their busi- 
nesses.

It is asserted that existing conditions 
conduce to a growing disregard of law, 
especially by our young people, to an 
extent that is appalling. 

“Many of our representative citizens 
who would not think of violating any 
other law continuously violate the Vol- 
stead act, or conduce to its violation 
by buying contraband liquor from 
bootleggers, thereby enriching the un- 
derworld beyond the dreams of avarice,”

St. Louis, Mo., July 25 (A.P.).—Two 
gangsters, James Russo, 29, and Mike 
Longo, 23, were shot to death, and 
four other men were wounded in two 
outbursts of gang warfare this after- 
noon.

Russo and Longo were killed and 
their associate, Jack Griffin, was dan- 
gerously wounded by a machine gun 
volley directed on them in a vacant lot 
in Weliston, a suburb. Their assail- 
ants escaped in two automobiles. Two 
hours and a half later, in the produce 
store of Spicuaza & Pace, on “commis- 
sion row,” in St. Louis, James Pace and 
Vincent Spicuzza, partners, and Joseph 
Spicuzza, a clerk, were shot and 
slightly wounded. They were fired on 
by three gunmen, who escaped in an 
automobile. 

Vincent Spicuzza is an/uncle of the 
Vincent Spicuzza, who was killed near 
Chicago at the opening of feuds be- 
tween the Giannola and Russo fac- 
tions: Longo and Griffin were among 
those accused, with William Russo, a 
brother of James, of the killing of 
Alphonse Palazzolo. which was follow- 
ed by the slaying of Vito Giannola, fac- 
tion leader.

It is the 
first time in the history of the archsec 
of Canterbury that the archbishop has 
resigned. his predecessors having died 
in office. 

The announcement stated: “The king 
with great regret received information 
that the Archbishop of Canterbury was 
desirous of resigning. His majesty, on 
the recommendation of the premier, 
appointed a commission consisting of 
the Archbishop of York, the Bishops 
of London, Durham and Winchester 
to receive the resignation. The com- 
mission reported their acceptance of 
the resignation, to take effect Novem- 
ber 12, and this was approved by his 
majesty.” 

It is a foregone conclusion that the 
Archbishop of York will be the pri- 
mate’s successor, but it has not been 
decided as yet who will succeed the

Not 
long ago he declared to the church as- 
sembly: 

“It is a fundamental principle that 
the church—that is, the bishops to- 
gether with the clergy and the laity— 
must in the last resort, when its mind 
has been fully ascertained, retain its 
inalicnable right, in loyalty to Our 
Lord and Saviour Jesus Christ, to formu- 
ulate its faith in him and to arrange 
the expression of that holy faith in its 
form of worship.” 

Aithough the archbishop qualified his 
statement by saying he did not belicve 
the principle of the church's right to 
formulate its faith and forms of wor- 
ship incompatible with its national 
position, his statement has been pub- 
licly interpreted to represent a step in 
the direction of disestablishment. 

Already for many years a group tn 
the Church of England, usually com- 
posed of Anglo-Catholics, has been 
working to cut the church from_ the 
state. They believe the church will have 
a new lease of life if it stands alone on 
its own feet without the assistance and 
without the interference of the state, 

Disestablishment, however, is a revo- 
lutionary step, and it could not be 
made without much deliberation, for it 
would bring many changes in both the 
ecclesiastical and national constitution.

Canadian Police Discover

Quebec, July 25 (A.P.).—The mystery 
of a powerful radio station which in- 
terfered with the reception of programs 
from licensed stations in the United 
States and Canada has been solved, 
but another mystery in connection with 
it, today threatened international com- 
plications.

$274,000,000 CARRIED 
BY DEFEATED PROPOSAL 


Senator Hale Confident That 
Bloc Against It Can 
Be Overcome. 


Opponents of the naval authoriza- 
tion bill, generally known as the. cruis- 


er bill, are planning to make use of the 
new anti-war treaty at the next ses- 
sion of Congress to defeat this measure. 

The cruiser bill, which passed the 
House last session but which was 
biocked in the Senate, would authorize 
the construction of 15 new cruisers and 
one aircraft carrier. The estimated 
cost would be $274,000,000. 

Senator Hale, chairman of the naval 
affairs committee, made many efforts 
toward the close of last session to force 
the bill to a vote in the Senate, but he 
found himself blocked. The progressive 
group on the Republican side, backed 
by a number of other senators, both 
Democrat and Republican, opposed the 
bill and deliberately maneuvered to 
nave it caught in the jam toward the 
close of the session and held there. In 
this they were successful. 


Hale Still Confident. 


However, when the session closed, 
Senator Hale felt confident he would 
be able to force the bill to vote and 
passage in December. He intends to 
bring the measure up at the earliest 
opportunity anu to keep it before the 
Senate, if possible, until voted on. Sen- 
ator Hale las all along felt confident 
the bill would pass if brought to a vote 

In the closing weeks of the last ses- 


sion, the insurgents who opposed the 


cruiser bill announced their purpose 
to carry on the fight in the short ses- 
sion and prevent passage of the meas- 
ure. That was befor> there had been 
much progress on the antiwar treaty. 

When Congress meets in December, 
the Senate will face the question of 
ratifying the antiwar treaty and of 
passing a bill to authorize @ greater 
navy. This situation will exactly suit 
the opponents of the naval bill. They 
will take the position that in view of 
step toward renunciation of 
war taken by the powers there is less 
need for additional cruisers than ever. 


Favored bv President. 


What is expetced here is that a spec- 
tacular struggle will be waged over 
the naval bill, with an effort by. the 
opposition to filibuster against any 
final vote. In the short session, it is 
not very difficult to block a vote and 
hence it is by no means assured the 
naval authorization measure can be 
forced to a roll call, 

Failure of the cruiser bill to pass 
the Senate will be a deep disappoint- 
ment to the American Navy. The Pres- 
ident and Secretary Wilbur favor ade- 
quate money for the Navy and look 
favorably on the cruiser bill. —

THE NEW CHINA. 

Secretary Kellogg announces that the 
United States is ready to negotiate a 
new tariff treaty with the Nationalist 
government of China. The basis of the 
proposed treaty will be recognition of the 
principle of national tariff autonomy and 
reciprocal removal of all discriminatory 
treatment of commerce as compared with 
the treatment accorded to the commerce 
of any other country. The treaty is to 
be negotiated by the American Minister, 
with representatives of the Nanking gov- 
ernment. The latter, on July 11, advised 
Minister MacMurray that it had decided 
to appoint plenipotentiaries to negotiate 
the treaty, and requested the United 
States to take like action. 

The decision made by Secretary Kel- 
logg is of vital importance, not for tariff 
reasons, but because it is the first taken 
by any of the great powers toward recog- 
nition of the complete independence of 
China under the Nationalist government. 
The new treaty, if made, will have a 
struay effect in China as well as abroad, 
on account of its recognition by the 
United States of the stability of the 
nationalist regime and of the right of 
China to deal as an equal with other na- 
tions. “A new and unified China is in 
process of emerging from the chaos of 
Civil war and’turmoil,” says the American 
note. The prompt recognition of this 
fact, first by ordering the withdrawal of 
a large force of Marines, and next by 
announcing a readiness to negotiate a 
new tariff treaty, will doubtless convince 
the Chinese government and people that 
the United States is unselfish in its 
friendship for China. “We do not be- 
lieve in interference in their internal af- 
fairs,” is another striking passage of the 
Kellogg note. The contrast of American 
policy with that of certain other powers 
in dealing with China is very apparent. 

When the strongest nation in the world 
extends its hand to the new Chinese gov- 
ernment it can not be expected that other 
powers will continue to deal with China 
as if it were incapable of managing its 
own internal affairs. +The new govern- 
ment may be weak, as compared with 
the great powers, but it is strong in hav- 
ing put an end to civil war and in enlist- 
ing the loyal support of the Chinese na- 
tion. As to Manchuria, a problem is pre- 
sented that must work itself out, but 
even this problem is made easier by the 
manifestation of loyal friendship toward 
China on the part of the United States. 
The Chinese nation is entitled to sov- 
ereignty over Manchuria, and in the long 
run this title must be respected. Japan’s 
rights can be adjusted in harmony with 
Chinese sovereignty. There is no war- 
rant for suspecting that Japan intends 
to dispute China’s title, notwithstanding 
the somewhat bellicose remarks of Japan- 
ese military men. These men do not nec- 
essarily express the sentimnts of the Jap- 
anese government. The United States 
of course has no part to play in the ad- 


sustment of differences between China 


and Japan, and is the disinterested friend 
of both, but nevertheless it stands upon 
the principle to which all the great pow- 
ers have agreed, viz, respect for the terri- 
torial integrity of China.

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TILDEN REINSTATED. 


The action of Samuel H. Collom, president 


| of the United States Lawn Tennis Associ.vtion, 


in reinstating William T. Tilden to the Ameri- 
can Davis Cup Team is no less a surprise than 
was the action of the association when it 
barred him a week ago today. As late as 
Wednesday it had been announced that the 
Davis Cup Team would have to get along with- 
out the services of the ranking American play- 
er. Without Tilden the team would have been 
weak. With him, America’s chances of lifting 
the Davis Cup are much better.” 

Tilden was dismissed from the team for hav- 
ing violated the rule regarding so-called player- 
writers. No mystery enshrouded the fact that. 
he. had dispatched to American papers articles 
dealing with the British championships re- 
cently played at Wimbledon. Tilden partici- 
pated in these matches. He believes, however, 
that he was within his rights in writing the 
articles. The association held otherwise. Now 
President Collom says: “I have decided to as- 
sume the responsibility of authorizing Mr. 
Wear to play Tilden on the Davis Cup Team.” 
This statement does not shed light on whether 
or not Tilden must stand convicted of having 
violated the amateur rule. His reinstatement 
does not settle the player-writer controversy. 

With the matter at a climax it is to be hoped 
that the association will take steps to clarify 
the amateur rule. There can be no denying 
the fact that extraordinary ability in a sport 
adds to an individual’s earning capacity. This 
is true whether he capitalizes on his ability, 
directly or indirectly, or not... A champion 
amateur golfer, if an insurance agent, makes 
coptacts that enable him to sell more insur- 
ance than he could sell were ,he not well 
known.

THE SAUERKRAUT MYSTERY. 


Germany’s ancient claim as the aboriginal 
home of sauerkraut is now subjected to a fierce 
attack from Asiatic sources of mysterious 
origin. This propaganda has penetrated the 
Department of Agriculture and shows its head 
in a bulletin sponsored ‘by Dr. Edwin Lefevre, 
who is suspected of Gallic antipathy to any- 
thing that reflects glory upon the German 
fatherland. He asserts that sauerkraut 
originated in ‘‘Asia,’’ that vast terra incognita 
that is held responsible for so many of the 
curses and blessings that have marched west- 
ward through Europe to the New World. 

‘In the torrid plains of Asia, where pampered 
jades sweltered in silken tents, it is surmised 
that the fermentation of cabbage led to the 
discovery of the delectable dish that has since 
inspired poets and exalted the politics of 
Pennsylvania. The dreamy Germans, devoted 
to poesy and song, fell victims to the sorcery 
of sauerkraut and by a process of assimilation 
it was eventually impossibfe to distinguish 
Germany from sauerkraut or sauerkraut from 
Germany. The bolder spirits of that country,

veiled. Let us have peace—and sauerkraut; 
but let us have sauerkraut anyhow.

SUICIDES IN JAPAN. 


A very serious phase of the labor problem 
is reported from Japan. The surplus of fe- 
males creates a difficult economic situation. 
Women are competing with men even in the 
lines of hard labor. They can be seen in Tokyo 
driving piles for the foundations of modern 
steel buildings, shoving barges through the 
city’s canals and in other tasks which could 
hardly be styled normal employment for 
the sex. | z 

In all these numerowts avenues of employ- 
ment the women draw lower scale of pay than 
the men demand, so that the employment 
agencies draft the women, for whose services 
they can turn over a quick commission. 

Back of the whole dreary situation is seen 
the ominous increase of suicides among men. 
Against 664 men who took their lives in 1924 
is to be placed 849 who killed themselves 
through despair in 1925. Employment agents 
tour the rural districts, making house-to-house 
visits, falsely setting forth the opportunities 
offered for remunerative labor. They are 
all-inelusive in their activities and clerks and 
stenographers as well as unskilled female 
laborers are recruited by them. Hence the 
rate of pay is kept down-and the conditions of 
labor are those of a great overplus of workers 
in all directions. As the women survive better 
in the contest the men are driven to a corner 
and the suicide records reach ever-growing 
totals. : :

POLIGE GET NINE AUTOS 
FOR SUBURBAN PATROL 


Hesse, Adding’ to Force, Or- 
ders Reports to Station 
Every 30 Minutes. 


Providing for a more effective police 
patroling system in the suburban areas 
of the District, Maj. Edwin B. Hesse, 
superintendent of police, yesterday or- 
dered nine new automobiles into service 
in four precints, 


To the automobile patrol forces al- 
ready in the various precincts, Maj. 
Hesse added one more car to the 
Elevénth Precinct, two cars to the 
Twelfth Precinct, six privates and two 
automobiles to the Thirteenth Pre- 
cinct and one car to the Fourteenth 
Precinct. 

An automobile patrol is composed of 
three policemen. Under the new sys- 
fem two foot-patroled beats are 
abolished in the Eleventh Precinct and 
four in the Twelfth Precinct. 

Members of the new patrol system 
will be required to report to the station 
houses every 30 minutes, so that every 
locality in the precinct will be covered 
The motor patrolmen will have @* cover 
every road and street in their respec- 
tive districts. 

Maj. Hesse declared that the new 
system was not a “wheel-chair” assign- 
ment for members of the automobile 
patrol, but would eventually prove that 
the outlying districts could be covered 
more thoroughly and more effectively 
by the automobile patrol than by foot 
patrolmen. 

The motor patrol algo will add addi- 
tional men to foot patrol duty, and 
lessen the length of beats in various 
congested neighborhoods of the four 
precincts.

International Sports. 
Body Facing Break 


Amsterdam, July 25 (A.P.).—A move 
for a break between the international 
Olympic committee and the Interna- 
tional Football and Tennis Federation 
was brought up at a meeting of the for- 
mer body today by Gen. Charles dH. 
Eherrill, American member of the com- 
mittee. The cause for the discontinu- 
ance of relations which Sherrill sug- 
gested is their different attitudes con- 
cerning amateur standards. 

Gen. Sherrill holds that the Olympic 
cemmittee can not depart from the 
strictest amateur code or reconcile its 
principles with the action of the foot- 
ball federation in sanctioning the prae- 
tice of paying for broken time, enablinz 
athletes to be paid for the work they 
lose in competing. or with the pol:cy 
of the Tennis Federation in reinstatiag 
piayers after they have turned profes- 
The tenet that‘a man once a 
professional is always a_ professional 
must. be strictly adhered to, Gen. ‘Sher- 
rill maintains.

| Beauty and Y ou 


MODELING THE LEGS. 


ERHAPS the fact that the bathing 
season is with us is at the bottom 
of the increasing number of let- 

ters asking for special exercises to 
build or reduce the legs. In this age 
of short skirts and abbreviated bathing 
attire, certainly shapely limbs are far 
more definitely to be sought after 
than they were in grandmother’s day, 
or even in mother’s day. And this fact, 
it seems to me, is making for sounder 
health and sturdier bodies, since the 
only sure road to nicely modeled limbs 
is made up of sane habits of diet and 
regular exercise, 

As I have pointed out before in these 
articles, legs, ankles and arms will take 
on surer, truer lines with exercise, 
preferably out of doors, that brings 
into play the muscles of the whole 
body. I know of no exercise better 
than swimming. Tennis is excellent. 
So in handball. A good, brisk walk 
with shoulders back, chest out and 
chin in is a splendid daily habit. 

There are many exercises that can 
be practiced in the bedroom night and 
morning that will bring into play the 
muscles of the legs especially. (It 
should be remembered that the exer- 
cise that tends to reduce the excess- 
ively heavy leg will also tend to build 
up the underdeveloped one.) The fol- 
lowing can be depended upon, if prac- 
ticed conscientiously and regularly: 

1. Imitate the Russian dance move- 
ment. Squat down on the floor until 
the weight almost rests on the heels. 
At first, it may be necessary to hold 
to something to maintain balance. In 
the squatting position, thrust one foot 
straight forward, bring it back to the 
original position, then thrust forward 
the other foot. Practice the exercise 
with vigor and snap. Repeat with each 
leg until you begin to feel fatigued. 

2. Lie on the back. Raise both feet 
over your head, with knees straight. 
Now imagine you are riding a bicycle. 
Start slowly and gradually increase the 
pace. Put some real exertion into the 
exercise. 

3. Stand erect with the hands on the 
hips. Shift the weight of the body to 
the left foot and extend the right foot 
straight out in front. Keep the knee 
straight. Touch the floor lightly with 
downward pointed toes, stretching the 
leg muscles all the way from hips to 
toes. Bring the foot back, shift the 
weight to the right leg and repeat the 
movement with the left leg. Repeat 
ten to fifteen times. 

If there is room, a few turns with 
the skipping rope will round off a 
really good leg work-out.

ERE I am in the little town which 

William Shakespeare made _ s50 

famous! I am staying at Old 
Town Place, a sn.all friendly hotel 
which is hardly 150 yards. from the 
church in which the remains of Shake- 
speare lie. 


A glimpse of the Avon and the church 
where Shakespeare was buried. 


I say “the remains of Shakespeare,” 
but perhaps that is not a good way 
to put it. Whatever dust or bones lie 
beneath the floor of that church are 
only a tiny portion of what Shakespeare 
left to the world. The important thing 
he left was his mind. Today, three 
centuries after he breathed his last, 
there are millions of persons who read 
his plays. Some. parts of his work are 


| certainly among the greatest which 


have come from the pen of man, 


In Shakespeare’s Birthplace 


Shakespeare was born here, as well 
as buried, and I have been thinking 
of the forces which went to make up 
his youth. There is the pretty Avon 
flowing through the town, and no 
doubt he gazed on it many a time, 
\ thinking thoughts which were one day 
to find a place in his writings. Yet 
here is the Avon still—and it produces 
no more Shakespeares! There must have 
been something great born into the 
boy. 

Across the street from my hotel is the 
home which belonged to Susannah 
Shakespeare, one of the poet’s daughe 
ters.
